A parade which is expected to su r­ 
pass any procession ever seen on the 
streets of G ettysburg in variety of 
colors and number of m archers in line 
will be held Saturday afternoon at 4 
o'clock by

Men’s 
lodges in York and Adams counties in 
annual convention here. 
Dressed in the vari-colored costum ­ 
es of the native Indians, the m archers 
will parade 
single file in 
zig-zag 
fashion, emitting warwhoops as they 
go. 
Home pf the costumes of mem­ 
bers of certain lodges in this district 
are said to have been made by e x i s t ­ 
ing Indian tribes and are quite valu­ 
able. 
The costumes of the chiefs will 
a ttra c t most attention, it is believed, 
along the line of march. 


Not to be outdone by the men, m em ­ 
bers of Pocahantas councils in the 
York-Adams district 
will don 
their 
tribal feathers and regalia and p a r­ 
ticipate in the parade in competition 
for prizes which are to be awarded 
for the best appearng member of a 
Pocahontas council, the auxiliary 
of 
the Red Men’s lodge. 
Accompanying the women will be a 
number of papooses, ranging in age 
from a babe slung from a m other’s 
back to the small boy running beside 
the Indian squaw. 
These children 
will also be in full Indian dress and 
add color to the pageant. 
Both men and women participating 
in the parade will bear the painted 
m arkings on their faces denoting the 
tribe to which they belong. 
Many of 
the tribesmen will wear jet Mack wigs 
on their heads upon which will rest 
their Indian headdress feather?. 
Cash prizes am ounting to $62 have 
been offered by Toxaway tribe, \ To. 
ICB, of Gettysburg, for participants 
in the parade. 
No membe* of the 
local tribe will be eligible for any of 
the prizes.

The season for blackbirds w ill open 
in P ennsylvania on A ugust I, and the 
S tate Gam e Com m ission, is calling 
attention to it, points out that all 
persons •m ust get* hunting 
licenses 
before they are perm itted to hunt the 
birds, except on lands on which they 
reside. 
The 
season rem ains 
open 
until Novem ber 30. 
“ In 1921 it was 
not possible to secure the hunters 
licenses before the 
opening o f the 
blackbird season,” 
the Com m ission 
explains in a statem ent, “but every 
county in the S tate has received its 
1922 quota of hunters’ licenses, and 
all persons m ust secure hunters’ li­ 
censes before 
hunting 
for black­ 
birds, except on lands on which they 
reside and cultivate as either owner 
or lessee, 
or as a m em ber 
o f the 
fam ily o f such owner or lessee, also 
residing upon and cu ltivating lands 
im m ediately adjacent 
ujwn 
secur­ 
ing perm ission 
from 
adjacent own- 
e is . 
The hunters’ license law w ill 
be enforced s tr ic tly .”

Many important problems in g ro w ­ 
ing and marketing pecans are confront­ 
ing the growers. 
Until recently the most experienced 
growers of pecans have 
considered 
the cowpea to he an excellent summer 
cover crop for use in their orchards, 
but, says the Unite! States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, it has been found 
that this crop is a favorite host plant 
or crop for tho southern green plant­ 
in g or “stink hug” which attacks the 
Immature nuts and hy perforating the 
soft shell with its proboscis, reaches 
and injures the tender kernel. 
With 
the subsequent growth and develop­ 
ment of the nuts there arise at the 
points of perforation definite ureas of 
deadened tissue In the kernel, possess­ 
ing a bitter or acrid taste, and com­ 
monly 
designated 
as 
“kernel 
spot.” 
Large quantities of the finest nuts were 
greatly 
reduced In consequence. 
A 
substitute 
soil-improving 
crop 
for 
growing in pecan orchards Is there­ 
fore needed. 
Among the promising 
things are beggarweed, hush velvet 
bean and soy bean. So far as Is known 
the beggarweed Is riot a host plant for 
the bug and the bu^h velvet bean and 
the soy beun are not supposed to lie 
attacked by this Insect. 
Hush velvet 
beans are increasing in popularity as 
a cover crop in this section and may 
he the solution of the problem. 
As yet, 
there Is little practical experience in 
determining the suitability of these 
cover crops in pecan orchards and 
their efficiency in controlling the “stink 
hug.” Orchardists woo use either bush 
velvet beaus or soy beans as cover 
crops should carefully Inspect their 
crops at the end of the season to de­ 
termine whet lier tho 
percentage of 
nuts with kernel spot is satisfactorily 
reduced oh the areas in which these 
crops are grown in comparison with 
the same variety w here no cover crops 
are used. 
The^e are important prob­ 
lems on which the growers themselves 
can assist in securing trustworthy In­ 
formation. 
Plan to Destroy “Stink Bug.” 
It has been suggested that the “stink 
hug” feeds only on seed pods. 
If this 
I* true, crops, such as the velvet benn. 
which are lute in maturing seed ikxIh. 
could he grown for a summer cover 
crop and turned under or cut up with 
disk harrows in early October before 
the pecan is ready to harvest. 
In this 
way the Insect probably would he de­ 
stroyed and the ground left In good 
condition for the nut harvest, Growers 
and experimenters are expecting to 
obtain valuable information on these 
crop s during tile coming season. 
Another important problem Is tlint 


of unproductive orchards. 
Some of 
these orchards were planted on very 
poor soil, and for the worst of these 
the only apparent alternative is that 
of abandonment, 
other orchards do 
not produce well because the trees 
were planted too close together, and 
are now badly crowded. 
For these it 
ap pea rs that the most effective rem­ 
edy would he that of removing the 
alternate trees, jmimng those remain­ 
ing, and of Improving the fertility of 
tho soil. 
For orchards composed of 
seedling trees, or inferior varieties, 
top-working is the solution. 


To Build Up Industry. 
In large outlying districts within the 
pecan range, yet beyond the lim its-of 
successful culture of southern varie­ 
ties, the question is how* to build up 
the orcharding Industry, and how to 
extend its range. 
In regions to which 
the species is indigenous the first ques­ 
tion Is that of finding new varieties 
suitable for planting. 
The native for­ 
est and field specimens should be ex­ 
amined for trees hearing desirable nut-* 
In sufficient quantity to he profitable. 
Scions from such trees should lie used 
for top-working the inferior seedlings. 
Small wild seedlings can be worked 
over to desirable sorts by customary

may he kept In prime condition for the j 
longest possible |K?rlo I, it is necessary 
that the nuts he well dried before they I 
are packed or barreled for shipment, 
and that the product be kept in a coed I 
and well-ventilated place during the ! 
winter months. 
As soon as warm I 
weather begins these products should 
he placed in cold storage at a tem­ 
perature between So and 3d degrees, 
in the shelling of nuts there Is con- j 
slderable waste in the form of sheila 
and broken meats. 
Growers and han­ 
dlers are trying to find uses for these 
products, such as fertilizer, tannin; 
material and fuel.
